We have, on more than one occasion of late, directed attention to 
the Patent Wire Rope manufactured by Mr. Smiru, and which was 
lately tested at the Government Dock-yard, Woolwich—the result 
of which, so far as could be rendered of a satisfactory nature, ap- 
peared in our Journal of the 22d ult. Since then, for the reasons 
assigned, of the “ splicing ” or “ seizing"”"—both of the hempen 
and wire ropes—being considered imperfect, they have been sub- 
mitted to a further test. 
In thus again directing attention to the patented wire rope so 
prominently, we feel bound to state the grounds which appear to 
us to render such course indispensably necessary. We are aware 
that, through the publicity afforded by our columns, of the ad- 
vantages possessed by the wire rope, both as to size, weight, and 
strength, or power of tension, that many orders have been given— 
some, indeed, from personal friends, abroad and at home —and it 
is, therefore, that we feel it a duty to call attention to one or two 
points, which will be found, on comparison with our previous 
notes, to place the wire rope ina different and inferior position. 
This we regret, while we are bound to say that we are indebted to 
the patentee for the additional information now afforded—not 
having been able to attend the secord series of experiments. 
To enable our readers to judge of the differences to which we 
have adverted, and which have so considerable an effect on the eco- 
nomy of the article in the first purchase (for we pretend to offer 
no opinion on the present occasion on the advantages arising from 
the reduced size, or the durability, but merely confining ourselves 
to the question of weight and cost), we give the following cor- 
recter| result of the tests to which the rope has been subjected, 
embracing that at which we were present, and that since made.

It will be observed, by our returns, that the parcel of tin sold this 
week at the Charlestown Mines was bought by the “ Tin Miners’ 
Smelting Company ” (Truro House), at 49/. per ton—being an ex- 
cess on the highest bidding of the other smelters of 15s. per ton. 
This may suit the Charlestown adventurers for a time, but it is a 
false principle on which they act. In fact, the course now being 
pursued by the body of smelters, and the tin mining interest, is 
that of starving each other out, by purchasing the “ black tin” as it 
comes to market, the consequence of which must be an advance in 
price. Itis to be seen who will give in first. As regards the 
smelters, they reckon on the vast capital they possess, and the 
many opportunities afforded them as merchants, of counteracting, 
for a time, the efforts of the miners—the stock on hand must, 
however, be worked off, but, until such is the case, we fear that, 
to the annoyance, must be added the loss which both parties must 
sustain. 

In speaking of loss, we would use it in a comparative sense, for as 
the mining interest will be deprived of obtaining fair and remunera- 
tive prices by the jockeying abilities of the smelto-merchant, so will 
the smelter be compelled to continue a ruinous game by either low- 
ering the price of tin, and forcing the market, or must in the egy 
forego a business, which, despite all that has been said, cannot be 
profitless, where so much feeling and interest is displayed on both 
sides—on the one, with a view to the destruction of a system in. 
jurious to the miner—on the other, the upholding a monopoly, 
alone beneficial to the smelter and merchant, in his twofold capacity. 
We trust, however, that a suggestion, emanating alone from a de. 
sire to promote the object in view, and to secure to the miner a fair 
price for the produce of his labour, will be deemed by the com- 
mittee worthy their consideration. 
is, that the course pursued by the united interest of miners, of 
giving bigh prices at public ticketing for black tin, rendered by 
those who are the real enemies of the mining interest (for the 
smelters only naturally protect their own), is at once impolitic and 
absurd; they are, in fact, affording to those who will not protect their 
own interest an advantage, in giving an advanced price. Let the 
tin miners allow the Charlestown and Polgooth“ black tin” goto public 
ticketing, and let the smelters bid for it, and take it to themselves. 
A few months will decide whether the miner or smelter is bene- 
fitted. If high prices be given, and the price of tin is better, then 
the main object is achieved, and al! will benefit, but the smelter must 
then change the nature of his operations as a merchant. If, on 
the other hand, the smelter, to protect himself, having no opposi 
tion to contend with at the public ticketings, gives low prices, the 
miner and the mine adventurer will, ere long, be enabled to 
make a comparison of the two systems, and which will at once open 
their eves to their respective merits or demerits, for the lors must 
be borne, and the question is, whether by the miner or the smelter

ON THE VENTILATION OF COAL MINES. 
TO THE KOITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sia,—On reading your talented Journal the last few weeks, 1 have 
been much pleased in the ipterest you have manifested on behalf of the 
colliers and miners. Your remarks are characterised by humane and phi- 
lanthropic feeling, and entitles you to the approbation of that extensive 
class of men, as well as all others, who have a head to think, and a heart 
susceptible of sympathy ; and as you have invited all who are in any way 





troubling you with a few remarks. 

While | am willing to allow that there is very great risk and danger in 
the occupation of the collier and miner, still I believe that more than one- 
half of the accidents we hear of occur from the carelessness and neglect 
of the men themselves. It is a well-known fact, that boys, and even men, 
when from under the eye of the overlooker, will ramble about in those 
parts of the workings where the coal has been taken away (and full of 
gas), and not ouly expose themselves, but every one else in the same 
working, to the most imminent peril, and all for no apparent object, 
other than idleness and wantonness. 

I have read with pleasure che letter of Mr. Dunn, and with the first 
part of it UL entirely agree. There is no doubt but a ventilating furnace, at 
the bottom of an upeast shaft, is the best plan that has hitherto been 
adopted for securing « regular and constant supply of fresh air through 
the work ; but even this is not at all times effectual, as the wind will some- 


most to prevent any air from escaping from the workings for a short time, 
and I think this will, in a measure, account for the baffling of the air be- 
tween the upeast and downcast shafts, spoken of by Mr. Dana; bat I 
confess myself at a loss to know in what part of the country Mr. Dann 
alludes to, where be says it is ** very little apphed or understood.”’ It 
is, and ever bas been, the common mode of ventilating mines, wherever I 
have seen any with a chance of adopting it; bat where the mines are 
worked by level, as they commonly are in the principality, I consider it 
| far more difficult to ventilate them properly than where pits only are used, 
The usual vay we adopt in this part of the country is to drive a cross. 
heading from the lowest level, up the vein, into the level above, or clee 
up nearly tu the outcrop, where @ pit ie put down, with a rarifying fur. 
} hace, in as Open asituation as possible, to prevent the wind from striking 
| down upon it, and if the air-courses are kept properly open, upon this 
principle, it will very seldom happen that we shall hear of accidents from 
the accumulation and explosion of fire-damp. 

But while you have so often advocated the cause of those who are con-

strective to human life--I mean the * black,”’ or “* choke-damp ;"

INCREASED DUTIES ON FOREIGN IRON. 
A private letter has been received from Bilboa, whieh, with regard te 
the increased. duties on foreign iron, places the couduct of the Biscayan 
authorities even in a better light than it has hitherto appeared, At first 
it seemed that the increased Trties levied on the British iron arriving at 
Bitboa were merely the natural defence which a country would adopt on 
seeing Us only source of support endaugered by a foreign rival, with which 
it could pot compete ; but by the letter just received it appears there was 
a further reason for this increase of duty. Biscayan iron on its importa. 
tion into the interior of Spain paid aduty of one dollar per quintal on 
the frontier eustam-bayses,.while foreign iron at the same custom bouses 
was subject to three and a half dollars, Thia led toa regular system of 
smuggling ; foreign iron admitted into Biscay, and cheaper than that 
produced there, was with no great difficulty imported into the int«rier of 
Spain, andor the preteat.of beiag Biscayan ; and thus not only waa the 
Biscayan trade compromised, bet the Spapish revenue defrauded ef two 
and a half dollars per quintal. Under the fear that the Spanish Govern- 
ment would, to protect its revenue, raise the duty on Biscayan to the same 
rate as that on foreign iron, which would have caused additional imjury, if 
nat ruin, to their trade, the prosincial authorities decided that all foreiga 
iron arriving in the Basque ports should go into bond, and be taken out 
if destined for the interior without paying any duty at all; bat if taken 
aut for provincial consumptian, be lisble to three and a half dollars per 
quiotal, Whether due notice of this raising of duty was given to the 
merchants importing, or whether due courtesy was used, are matters 
which, though important in the particular case to whieh they refer, have 
nothing to do with the general principle of the right of the Biseayons to 
tax, Asitecems they were actuated net only by the wish to protect 
themerlves, but also the revenue of Spain, it now seems still more impo- 
litie for the merchants to hazard a valaable trade, by interfering with the pric 
vileges of a people on aceouat of an act which it appears impossible tu blame.
